In fee trine teady days of his first visit as pope, 
the former cardinal, from Krakow gave his country- 
men the courage to dream. “Never lose yonr spiritu- 
al freedom,” he told them. 

They briefly turned Poland into a model of free- 
dom in Eastern Europe that shook the Soviet Woe. 

Now, that dream has aU but vanished.

“We arc no longer praponrats of the view that the 
church should always keep away from politics,” said 
the government's minister of religious affairs, Adam 
Lopatka. “Of necessity, the church has always been 
involved in it” 

That comment by an official of a Comunist gov- 
ernment is an extraordinary public acknowledge- 
ment that Polish Catho licism enjoys a unique status 
in the Soviet bloc. It is a status the church finds 
useful in pursuit of its long-term goals. 

'’‘State policy in Poland is good for one or two 
years,” said Father Jozef Tischner, one of Poland’s 
most respected religious philosophers and a dose 
friend of John Paul. “Five-year plans fail.” 

By contrast. Father Tischner said, “the church has 
to plan for epochs. In 50 years, the average Pole will 
not remember who was first secretary in 1983. But 
drey will all know what the pope said.” 

■ However, some critics say the church hierarchy is 
already sacrificing too much, and that by aiding a 
Soviet-imposed psgfrue it jeopardizes its historical 
rede as the primary defender of Polish culture and 
tradition against foreign domination.

The Israel 
Public Council for Soviet Jewry 
lists 2^40 emigres here as having a 
total of about 8,000 relatives who 
want to leave, according to Ruth 
Bar-On, director of information for 
the council, and “we believe it is 
perhaps three times mare,” she 
said. 

The Soviet Anti-Zionist Com- 
mittee, comprising well-placed So- 
viet Jews, was formed about six 
weeks ago in apparent response to 
international criticism over the vir- 
tual cutoff of Jewish emigration.

release of political prisoners and for recogni- 
tion of the people’s right to speak through 
their own tree representatives. 

General Jaruzclski takes his own risks in al- 
lowing the return of the man whose electric 
first visit as pope, in 1979. catalyzed the popu- 
lar mood that produced Solidarity. He has 
been easing certain aspects of martial law, al- 
though the threat of trial still hangs over for- 
mer members of the Committee for Social 
Self-Defense, or KOR, and some Solidarity of- 
ficials. For Ids pains, he is under evident pres- 
sure from some Polish colleagues and from 
their Soviet allies. The two groups view the 
imminent visit with evident misgivings. 

But General Jaruzdslo is under pressure, 
too. from Western countries, including the 
United States. They have indicated they are 
waiting for more advances before lifting the 
sanctions they imposed in response to the dec- 
laration of martial law. Poland's prospects of 
roping with its horrendous economic situation 
rest not only on -winning more trust from the 
Polish people but on shedding the regime's 
status as a pariah in the West The visit of 
Iobn Paul U is the key.

Genesis and Genetics 


An important group of Roman Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish leaders has called for a 
ban on introducing inheritable traits into the 
human gene set. The clerics are right to raise 
the issue, even though the technology they fear 
is still far off. But they are wrong to otter 
such a broad proscription on the basis of so 
little argument. 

According to the book of Genesis, man is 
made in God's image. Does that make it sacri- 
lege for humans to change their own genetics? 
Most theologians do not interpret their faith 
so literally. In any case the religious petition- 
ers, surprisingly, do not rest their case on the- 
ology. They contend only that no one has a 
right to deride for future generations which 
genes should be preserved and which replaced. 

The mams to malm inheritable changes in 
the human gene set are not yet in sight, but 
technology sometimes moves in unexpected 
spurts. Biologists hope within a few yean to 
correct genetically based diseases, like sickle- 
ceti anemia. The idea is to insert a copy of the 
normal human gene into the Wood-forming 
cells of the patient's bone morrow. 

Such a remedy would not outlast the pa- 
tient But the next step might be to apply the 
repair to patients’ egg or sperm cells so that 
their children, too, would be free of the dis- 
ease. This change, being inheritable, is the 
kind the clerics would prohibiL 
What possible hazards could outweigh the 
immense practical benefit of curing a genetic 
disease? One contention is that if genetic de- 
fects were corrected throughout large popula- 
tions, genetic diversity might be significantly 
reduced, to the detriment of general fitness. 
But random genetic changes and other influ- 
ences may increase variety faster than any in- 
tervention could reduce it.

What Now for Thatcher? 

For Britain, the question now is what Mar- 
garet Thatcher. wiK do with her resounding tri- 
umph and whether she will move even more 
boldly than she has to revolutionize its indus- 
trial society. 

Mrs. Thatcher was swept back into power 
by the war in the Falkland?* and the war m the 
Labor Party. 

The Falklands factor made her much more 
than a successful war leader. It convinced 
many voters that the resolute qualities she had 
shown in the South Atlantic were also the 
right ones to bring to bear on the economy. If 
230 British dead was a price worth paying for 
the Falklands, 12-percent unemployment did 
not seem such a bad deal for making British 

mdustryeffkacaL 

Mrs. Thatcher profited enormously, too, 
from her opponents. A four-year civil war sent 
Labor lurching to the left, leaving it with a 
leader dearly unsuited to lead and a set of 
policies that made it dearly unfit to govern. 

In this sense, tbe vote was not a landslide 
for Mrs. Thatcher It was an exodus from the 
Labor Party. Britain badly needs a more credi- 
ble opposition. 

There is much to comfort the Reagan White 
House in Mrs. Thatcher's victory. For a start, 
it means -that Britain will remain a loyal 
NATO ally and, in particular, that it wifi pose 
no problems for tbe deployment of cruise mis- 
siles latex tins yea t. 

President Reagan, of course, cannot rety on 
the Democratic Party, despite its present lack- 
luster performance, to self-destruct to any- 
thing Iflte the extent of the British Labor Par-

Tbe 
signs are not entirety dear. 

The truth is that the moralist, die pragma- 
tist and the radical all vie for ascendancy with- 
in Mrs. Thatcher, occasionally triumphing in 
the wrong places. The moralist will encourage 
her to stick to a policy of fiscal conservatism, 

it need ha^been^ and whichvri^ddsyreaw- 
cry and indicate a continuing indifference to 
unemployment. Tbe pragmatist will stop her 
from going far enough to deregulate, privatize 
and open to competition Britain's lumbering 
state monopolies and complacent big busi- 
nesses, whim is tbe only realistic strategy for 
ever making Britain prosperous and efficient. 
And, refreshingly radical as she has often 
been, a leader of Britain's Conservative Party 
can never be radical enough to sweep away the 
privilege, dass attitudes and indolence that 
still permeate the British establishment. 

Given the alternatives, the Thatcher experi- 
ment deserves its second teem. But her larger 
majority will not make that elusive British eco- 
nomic miracle any easier to attain.

The Impact 
Of a Black 
Candidacy

W ASHINGTON — Specula- 
tion about whether there 
win be. or should be, a Made presi- 
dential candidate in 1984 has 
turned into a national debate of 
some importance. The irony is chat 
both the proponents, who see this 
strategy as a way of increasing 
blacks' gains through political par- 
ticipation. and the critics, even well- 
meaning ones, are evaluating it 
from the perspective of traditional 
politics, which is yielding less and 
less in political participation by 
blacks aim public policy for them. 

Blade voter turnout in presiden- 
tial elections slipped from its high 
of 39 percent in 1964 to 51 percent 
in 1980. This was attributed to a 
strong feeling among blacks that 
Jimmy Carter had not lived up to 
tbe promises he had made in ex- 
change far their support in 1976. 
The legacy of unresponsiveness 
continues today, as the Democratic 
Party shifts rightward in response 
to the conservative mood of the 
American electorate. 

The threat to blacks, severely 
buffeted by the policies of the 
Reagan administration, is thm any 
reasonable-looking Democratic 
nominee would take the black vote 
and then, once elected, implement 
Reagan -lie policies. That is wfty 
many blacks nave decided that it is 
not sufficient amply to defeat 
Ronald Reagan; they want to make 
sure that the next Democrat in the 
White House espouses views com- 
patible with the black Democratic 
electorate. In effect, die question is 
whether to check and reverse the 
rightward drift of the party with a 
seriously organized campaign be- 
hind a black presidential candidate. 

One criticism of tins strategy is 
that it would waste votes, since a 
blade, could not possibly win the 
presidency. The factor of persistent 
racism aside, the white-black ratio 
of votes is overwhelming: 83 mil- 
lion to 7 nufikm, and the number of 
white crossover votes in favor of a 
black candidate would be inade- 

? uate to make up the difference, 
et if most of those 7 million 
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blacks were mobilized behind a 
blade candidate, tbe strategy would 
become a powerful inducement in 
the bargaining for policies that 
blacks feel strongly about. 

Another criticism of this strategy 
holds that it could defeat the white 
candidate who might best represent 
black interests. A black candidate 
would draw off more support from 
former Vice President Walter F. 
Mondale than from Senator John 
Glean, who is perceived to be less 
committed to black interests. Bnt 
that is exactly the pout of the strat- 
egy: The contendere, especially the 
boat-runners, can respond to or ig- 
nore the black agenda and take the 
consequences. 

Then there are those who suggest 
that there are no blacks of presiden- 
tial stature, or that the leading pro- 
ponent of this strategy, the Rever- 
end Jesse Jackson, is not a desirable 
candidate. Bat stature is a matter of 
perspective- In the blade communi- 
ty several prominent individuals are 
widely endorsed as having both tbe 
stature and the character to be pres- 
ident. These include Representative 
Walter E. Fauntroy of the District 
of Columbia, Mayor Tom Bradley 
of Los Angeles, Julian Bond, Atlan- 
ta Mayor Andrew E Young, and 
his predecessor, Mayoatd Jackson. 

As for Jesse Jackson’s viability as 
a candidate —in two recent public- 


opinion polls of Democrats (in one 
poll, 90 percent of them white) he 
ranked an amazing third, behind 
Mr. Mondale and Mr. Glenn. And 
his performance in Chicago's black 
voter-registration drive, . which 
played a significant part in electing 
Harold Washington as mayor, 
marks Mr. Jackson as someone who 
understands tbe issues that 
motivate blades and has. the crusad- 
ing style necessary to project them. 

Many people criticize the strate- 
gy of blade candidacy for motives 
Sat have tittle to do with its integri- 
ty. Politicians, civil-rights leaders, 
small-business managers and others 
dependent on federal contracts 
(many black community leaders 
among them) are reluctant to cham- 
pion a political strategy that might 
result in their being cut off once a 
president wham they did not sup- 


THs separation of national Hade 
interests from individual economic 
concerns may, some people warn, 
mean that a black candidacy wfflr 
only divide the black community. A 
more sophis ti cated analysis might 
regard toe presence of Hacks in sev- 
eral campaigns as a plus, since it 
would broaden communication be- 
tween blades and others. 

At the least, a Hack presidential 
candidacy would sharpen Hack po- 
litical mobfiizatton to the ultimate 


benefit of the Democrats, given 
Hacks' historical party loyalty. 
Blades traditionally wait tor the sjg- 
oal to get behind a front-runner, 
then vote far him overwhelmingly 
in tbe primaries and far the party : 
ticket in tbe general ejection. Tbe 
new strategy assnmes^flhat blanks 
win take more respria^HtyMpr 
shying lhtir own issue^rvalnating 
the candidates, anthben- framing a 
plan designed to wirra serious com- 
mitment to blade interests. 

' This is precisely the kind of poli- 
tics, that each erf the major consti- 
tuencies of the Democratic Party—

Perhaps the most imports 
benefit of iarmefamg a black candi-

Japan Plans to Sue U.S.

L ONDON — William Bolcom 
and Joan Morris called the 
program they offered for the 
Bath Festival a few days ago 
“The Classic American Popular 
Song." 

Just what, some must have 
wondered before it began, and es- 
pecially since Bolcom & Morris 
prefer to work without a printed 
program, did they mean by that? 

What it meant in a superficial 
sense was a trip down memory 


lane, a trip they have been taking 
in public performance and mi 
record for the last decade and 
now a pleasant and profitable di- 
version from their more solemn 
duties at the Unmraty of Michi- 
gan, where he is associate profes- 
sor of composition and she a 
teacher of singing. 

At Bath it turned out to be a 
remarkably winding lane, from 
Charles K. Harris’s "After the 
Ball" (1892), through Eubie 
Blake, Jerome Kern, Cole Porter, 
Rodgers and Hart and George 
Gershwin right up to Stephen 
Sondheim. 

Those were the familiar names. 
Most of the songs were familiar, 
too. But there were other names. 
Who could tell you, for example, 
that “On the Banks of the 
Wabash" (1897) was written, 
words and music, by Paul Dress- 
er, Theodore Dreiser's brother?

Finger" (1909) was written by a 
Maurice Scott, or “Carolina in 
the Morning" (1922) by Walter 
Donaldson, or "Jeepers 
Creepers" (1938) by Harry war- 
ren?

As a student 
of Darius Milhaud at Mills Col- 
lege in California, and later of 
Milhaud, Olivier Messiaen and 
Pierre Boulez in Paris, he was dis- 
turbed by the importance given 
in Europe, and generally in “se- 
rious" music, to the identity of 
the composer in the evaluation of 
a piece of music.
